CAUGHT THE PRESIDENT. 
JUST HOW THE COMMITTEE DID Ir. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., April 24.—The Demo- 
cratic members of at least one of the House 
Committees to-day discredited themselves far 
more than thev can bope to disgrace the Admuin- 
istration. In the history of the session thus far 
the gutters of politics and society have been 
raked to make a case against the Cabinet. 
Bank-accounts have been ransacked, tattle of 
frontier camps has been listened to, detectives 
have been made oracies to prove high oficials of 
the Government guilty of crime. It was only a 
few days ago that s Committee permitted the 
false and malicious statement to be telegraphed 
throughout Christendom that the Presi- 
dent had been detected in tak- 
ing money from the Treasury to 
purchase his election, but it was left for the 
Committee on Expenditures in the Interior De- 
partment to-day to surpass all others in the at- 
tempt to catch Grant. The Democrats on the 
Committee had caused ail the eigen ame to be 
notified that 

AN IMPORTANT WITNESS 

was to be examined, and that all should be pres- 
ent. No hint was given of the nature of the 
expected evidence, but the fact escaped from 
some of the less careful Democrats, that the 
Committee held President Grant in the hollow 
of its hand. The Committee had been sitting 
with open doors, but the mysterious witness 
was produced, and the doors were barred for 
two hours. The witness upon whose lips the 
fate of the President of the United States hung 
was ap ordipnary-looking business man. The 
Democratic members were on tiptoe with ex- 

ctation. The Republicans were interested, 

ut ignorant of the forthcoming results. The 
witness was almost indifferent. 
HIS MARVS#,0US STORY 
was this: Some years ago a person in high 
station did him great injury. It became im- 
portant to the peace of mind of that great per- 
sonage that witness should be barmiess. Hired 
detectiv es soon hurried him to the Govern- 
ment wmad-house. He was kept there, 
friendless and powerless, for months, when one 
day agents of this great personage approached 
him, giving bim his,choice between life-impris- 
oument with lunatics or a life of exile in Eu- 
rope. Hechose the latter. The detectives aoc- 
companied him to the steamer, and he left for 
Europe. Becomiog weary of- Europe, he re- 
turned, and appeared beforethe Committee to- 
day to tell the story. The Committee seemed 
paralyzed in part with astonishment, in part 
with diabolical joy. ‘“‘ Who was that great 
personage that wronged you ?” asked the Chair- 
man. ‘*‘ The President of the United States,”’ 
was the reply. “What wrong did he 
do you?” There the witness paused. 
He would dice before he would tell. It 
was a delicate subject and ehould not 
be meutioned. For an bour the Committee plied 
him with questions. ‘They threatened him with 
imprisonment, with severe punishment, and with 
terrors of contumacy, The witvess yielded. He 
said the l’resident of the United States had 
DONB HIM MORTAL WRONG; 

that he had ruined hie (the witness’) betrothed, 
and since that time witness had been a pro- 
ascribed and persecuted man. Hefice those de- 
tectives, hence those mad-house bars. The 
President had frequently come to the house 
of witness about it atthe dead of uight, aud 
bad importuned him at his bedside not 
to ruin his great fame. ‘* But,” 
interfered a Kepublican mem ** how 
did the President get to your bedside at that 
time of night? Did be ring the bell? The chi- 
max had come. The Democrats were enthusias- 
tic in their sardonic joy, and were just ready to 
render their verdict against the President, when 
witness the guilty influence: “I want you to 
understand, gentlemen, that President Grant in 
the body never did me or mine harm. He has 
only done me that great wrong as a spirit.” 

The collapse came; the witness was a mad- 
man. The Committee instantly discharged him, 
unmediately ordered the stenographer to sup- 
press his notes, and begged the Republican 
members to keep the matter silent. One of the 
latter, with a good deal of indignation, said that 
he hoped he might be as mad as witnessif he 
kept still. In this way the Democrats of the 
Committee on Expenditures in the Interior De- 
partment caught the President.

MRS. BOCCGS. 
RELICT OF HARRY BOGGS. 
ypecwal Vispaich te The Chicago Tribune, 

Wasuinoton, D. C., April 24.—The Special 
Committee appointed early in the session to 
investigate the District Real-Estate Pool se- 
cured a few weeks ago the passage of a resolu- 
tion authorizing it to inquire in regard to any 
other subject that might be brought to its 
attention. Acting under this authority, this 
Committee has recently examined several wit- 
nesses in regard to the sappointment of Maj. 
Clements, Pension-Agent in the Northern Mis- 
souri District, and the story as told in the testi- 
mony is a very interesting one. Provious to the 
War the President, then Capt. Grant, was 
a business partner in§)«€6St. Lous of 
Harry Boggs, a first cousin of Mrs. 
Grant. The iutimacy between the two 
families was very great, and has continued until 
the present time, Mrs. Boggs having on several 
occasions during the War, as she has teftified, 
retidered important services tothe Grant fam- 
ily, especially in times of sickness. A few years 
ago 

BOGGS DIED, 

and his wife was left with a sister and daughter 
dependent upon her for support. She wae at 
the time acguainted with Mr. Ebert, who was 
Pensiou Agent at Macon, Mo., and wrote to bim 
asking for aclerkship in his office. Ebert partially 
promised her a situation, but she never received 
it, notwithstanding the fact that she forwarded to 
him a letter written by the President, intimat- 
ing that her appointment would be very pleasing 
to him. The correspondence in regard to this 
appointment thus begun was covlinued by 
Ebert long after Mrs. Boges ceased to rep!y to 
his letters, aod in one instance, when his com- 
mission was about to expire, he offered to divide 
his salary with her provided she would secure 
his reappointment, and cause the names of 800 
or 1,000 pensioners to be transferred from the 
St. Louis district to his own. This proposition 
she showed to Col. Easton, Pension Agent at 
St. Louis, and acting upon his advice 
refused’to have anything to do with Ebert's prop- 
osition. Ebert was not reappointed, but Maj. 
Clements was given the position on the recom- 
mendation of Mrs. Boggs and others. Previous 
to his appointment Clemenuts wrove to Mrs. 
Boggs saying that if she would help him to get 
the place he would give ber an appointment at a 
a salary of $100 a month, or its equivaient. The 
following is an extract from 

MRS. BOGGS’ TESTIMONY 
on this point: 

Q.—Did you write to the President? A.—Yes; and 
I told him I thought that Ma). Clements’ appointment 
would bean advantage tome. In my letter which I 
gave Maj.

San Francisco, Cal., April 24.—The Chronicle 
this morning continues its é@xposure of the 
Whisky Ring and matters at Mare Island, and 
publishes a letter mosived by Charles Werner, 
the former partner of Jost & Co. in the Antioch 
distillery, which was recently seized for running 
“crooked.” Werner gave important evidence 
to the revenue agents, including the books of 
account of the various distilleries with which he 
bad been connected. The letter is as follows; 

San Faanworco, Jan. 1, 1876.—Mr. Charles Werner : 
The Whisky King will kill you if you appear as a wit- 
ness. Putzman will sce it done, ahd they have money 
plenty to pay for it! ‘They can do it here as well as in 
any other place, and better. You must take notice of 
this. Schultz has plenty of money, and it will bes 
pleasure for them. You know how to take care of 
yourself, This is to notify yon.

‘Lhere is other evidence that such threate were 
made, and the letter is probably genuine. 

rhe article states, in continuaaoce, that Wer- 
ner had been connected in distilling with reveral 
members of the Kog, being an expenenced, 
practical distiller ; that the ling had systejnatic- 
ally swindled him, not lettiag bim into their se- 
crets to the extent of participation in the 

rofits, and credite him with the statement tbat 
iton, & prominent distiller, wielded an influ- 
ence at Washington, through Sargent, which in- 
formation was given him while in a business 
connection with members of the Ring.

flow Mr. Hesing Tried to Get the City 
Printing for the “* Times.” 


His Efforts to Corrupt the Incorrupti- 
ble Comiskey. 


The Grand Jury came together yesterday 
morning apparentiy refreshed from a day's rest. 
Mr. Storey, the foreman, bad his usual bundle of 
*potes ’ under his arm, and as be ascended the 
wioding stairs met a long list of witnesses, who, 
asthey gazed upon him, wondered what they 
had been called for, and what it was that they 
Knew that covid possibly interest the jurv. 

The most important witness calied during the 
day was a gentieman by the name of 

SuITH, 

who on account of sa publication in these 
columes a month ago was supposed to know 
something about a certain contract for the 
putting up of lightning rods on the county 
buildings. Notwithstanding the efforts of Mr. 
Storey to keep the work of the jury from Tue 
TrRipune, it is enabled to give the substance of 
what he said: He had some time ago con- 
ceived the idea that the tax-payers of the county 
were in imminent davger from lightning, and 
that unless all of the county buildings were pro- 
teeted by <seee burden of taxation would be 
speedily incre Comprehending the perii- 
ous sitaation of tbe public, be wanted to 
furnieh- his particular lightning-rod. To this 
end .he saw not Penolat, but a 
court Bailiff? by the name of Wilkerson, 
whe told bim that it would cost money to be 
success{ul. He appreciated the situation, gave 
him a certified check for #500 to be used, end 
authorized bim to use it. A few days later he 
saw Commissioner McCaffrey, who bad been 
geen by Wilkerson in the meantime, and was 
toid by bim to make bis bid, leave it with Wil- 
kerson, and he would work it through the 
Board. Siull later he eaw MeUaffrey and 
Schmidt in conversation, and heard the latter 
inquire who had put up the $500. Later still 
McUaffrey manifested a great iu.erest in his rod 
and bid, and said that to get it through it would 
be necessary to havé the matter io the hands of 
&@ Cceriain committee, or to postpone any action 
in tle matter until after election. McCaffrey 
tried to take the matter, subsequently, out of the 
hands of the Committee to which it had been 
referred, but was unsuccessful for some reacon 
or another. Finally bis bid failed, which he 
thought was because gome one bad put up more 
money than he bad. He bad rehed upon Wilk- 
erson to distribute his money, but he failed to 
do it effectuaily. His check was returned to 
bim, eda the work awarded to some one elise. 

MR. WILKEKSON 
was next called. It having been understood in 
advance that he bad deciaréd that he would 
‘‘jump the town, commit perjury, or cut his 
throat,” rather than give away bis friends- 
McCaffrey and others of the Board—his tesumony 
did pot amount to much. At least it 
was pot very damaging. Notwithstanding 
bis reticence and  indieporition to tes- 
tify in the matter, it is understood 
that it can be proven by severaleparties that he 
wee iu possession of the #500 check, thas Mc- 
Caffrey knew it, and was figuring for bis sbare 
of the amount, and that Schmidt mamfested bis 
interest in the matter by boiding a certaiu sam- 
ple of rod in bis hand and advocating u when 
the proper Commuttee made the award of the 
cobtract. 

Several other witnesses were examined, but 
none who gave the foreman of the jury much 
comfort in his eearch for ground upon which to 
base indictments. Their testimony related to 
things in geveral rather than anything particu- 
lar, and covered a wide range. None of them 
threw apy light upon the Court-House question, 
but ali reflected in one way or another upon 
Periolat and the County Board, two things which 
the jury have learned to believe are ove and the 
same. Those witnesses will be examiued to- 
day, and rich developments are promised, espe- 
cially in the construction of the new hospital 

Those outside of the jury-room, and who 
pride themselves that they kuow a thing or two, 
are inclined to take 

A STRANGE VIEW 
of the whole investigation. It was intimated a 
few days agoin these columns that Mr. Storey, or 
some of his employes in authority, were liable 
to get mixed up in county affairs if the investi- 
gation was pusbed to ite legitimate end. Now, 
it 18 asserted that the investigation was pushed 
upon Mr. Storey by designing parties, among 
whom are some of his employes, the object be- 
ing to displace Periolat as the agent.of the 
Countg Board in engineering public frauds aod 
steals, and to give the position to some one elee, 
—a gentioman from the South Town who re- 
cently withdrew libel snit against the Times. 
lu his interest, it is said, certain overtures bave 
been made in the last few days to certain county 
Officials, who were given to understand that 
whatever they could do to kill the influence of 
Periolat pod build up that of the South Town 
man would be liperally paid for. Avotber part 
of the plan, it ie said, is to 
KILL EGAN AS ARCHITECT,

PRENDER’S STORY. 


ft Is Corroborated by His Albany 
Chum. 

Avnany, N. Y., April 24.—The eabdstance of 
the interview with Matthew Richardson, of this 
city, referred to in Prender’s statement alleging 
frauds in the United States Treasury Depart- 
ment, will appear in the Argus to-morrow. The 
Arqus says Mr. Richardson was a clerk in Treas- 
ucer Spioner’s Bureau, entering upon his duties 
in the year 1864. it was his duty to keep 
the books of the department for the cancella- 
tion of moneys or representatives of moneys, 
and he was one of the Oommittee 
through whose hands anch moheys passed 
Frank Jones was chief of his division. Bonds 
and ail forms of currency passed through the 
hands of this Committee amounting to many 
millions of dollars. Richardson etates that in 
1865 a package amounting to $10,500 was miss- 
ing, and was 


NEVER DISCOVERED. 
A certificate stating the fact that the money bad 
beeu lost was filed. This certificate also s.ated 
that the money had been canceled, which Kich- 
ardson says was oot true. As it was Richard- 
son's duty to make out this certificate, bis sus- 
picions were naturally excited by the Ulmg of 
false certilicates. That the $10,500 was stoien 
is evident from the fact, as stated by him, that, 
before he left Washington in 1869, 
ALL But $5,000 
of the series had been redeemotd. Some time 
after this transaction a package of $70,000 was 
diverted from tne usual course of destruction 
bv the Chief of Division. A smali portion of it 
was cut up into strips for bioding other pack- 
ages of currency. Mr. Richardson was requeat- 
ed by the Chief of bis Division to make out a 
certificate that the entire amount had been de- 
stroyed. 
HE PEREMPTORILY DECLINED. 
When Jones saw that he had made a mistake 
in his man, he called bim-out into the hall and 
said: ** Richardson, say nothing about this, for, 
if you do, you wmiil raise hell with me.” Rich- 
ardson was surprised, shortly after, to jeacn 
that Jones had filed a certificate with Treasurer 
Spinner stating that the $7),000 bad been de- 
stroyed. Kichardson further ascertained that 
certificates of destruction of curreucy, instead 
of being preserved, were desiroyed from time 
to time, thus removing all opportunity to detect 
fraud. Richardson attempted to secure an in- 
vestigation, but all bis effo:ts failed.

Some 
dropped off because they fancied the work was not 
popular; others because, though personally in favor 
of a pure ballot, they were afraid it might hurt their 
party or, their politieal aspirations to be connected 
with such a movement. The Executive Commuitice 
has from time to time filled vacancies, byt it 
has been hard work to find rsons willing to 
spend their time continuously on this work, 

THE FIRST ELECTION 

in which the Club participated was in the memorable 
*“Oity Charter election.” A latge mass-meeting was 
organized at McCormick Hall, at considerable expeuse 
to the Club, to arouse the citizens into aetion, and to 
urge the other wards to organize and prevent the 
fraudé which were afterwards perpetrated, Though 
the meeting was well attended, it did not accomplish 
the expected result, In this ward we tried to have 
better judges of election appointed, but without suc- 
cess. Un election day we appeared early, but two 
of the judges would not allow our chailenger in- 
side for nearly two hours, 
they managed matters in their own way No poll- 
liste were kept, and every one allowed to vote 
whether he was challenged or not. Having been 
thwarted at the polie, we determined to find out the 
law im the matter. The first Grand Jury we found 
had been brought together with especial reference to 
our case, but contrary tothe manner prescribed by 
law. So we bad the law properly enforced, and then 
went before the Grand Jury and secured indictments 
against two of the jadge#, Later we found the law re- 
gsrding special elo tions was so loose and indefinite 
that it would be hard to secure a conviction without 
earrying # up to the Supreme Court, and, as it would 
make no change ia the election whichever way the de- 
cision was, we concluded not to incur the great ex- 
pense of testing this case. Jn this conne tion our 
thanks are due to the Hon, J. RK. Doolittle tor services 
and legal advice rendered, 

PRIOR TO THE BLECTION OF LAST FALL 
a reorganization of the Club was effected. The Oppo- 
sition party having secured the co-operation of the 
corrupt element in our ward, we worked through the 
pyrene organization to secure its overthrow. 
A canvass of the ward was made, and each challenger 
provided with a printed list of the voters in his pre- 
cinct, Everything went on well except at the First 
and Second i revinete, where the Corcoran gang were 
again at work, in the First Precinct the chal'engers 
were not admitted till half-past 0, at which time 11 
ballots werein the box. Cuallepges were dieregard- 
ed, our men torced fromthe pols, and proc eelings 
carried on in s high-handed manner.* In the 
Second ecinct the challenger was ad- 
mitted, and everything went on quietly till 11 o’clock, 
when orders were received that that would not do, 
and our challenger was put out and not admitted till 
2octock, Then he was allowed ioand put out again 
when the voting was over, as they did not want any 
one to watch while they were counting the votes. 
After the election these judges were indicted, but one, 
J. @, Green of the Second, waé never found, It seems 
he lives in Cincinnati, and happened to be in the city 
ou election-day, so he was picked out by the Hatch- 
House clique a8 @ proper man to serve. Theodore 
Asufus wus aoguitted, he undoubtedty having served 
witbout any idea as to what Sexton was doing. Sex- 
tou was found gailty and fined $45 by Judge McAllis- 
ter. Comment on this sentence is uuhecewary. 

The indicted judges of the First Precinct had one 
trial, wlucd resuited in a disagreemen|, the jury stand- 
iug eleven fur conviction. The juryman that stood 
out was one Remington, who associates with that fra- 
ternity, and, in the last election, avted as their chal- 
lenger in the Hatch House precinct. When the case 
was called for trial the second time « change of venue 
was secured to J6 iet, Will County, where tue case will 
come up the fret Monday in June. We propose to go 
there and try to seenurea fair trial. What they have 
cooked up in making taat change we will learn in due 
wile. 

TOWN ELECTIONS 
having beam managed very loosely neretofore, throngh 
the efiorts of this Cm» ana Independent ticket was put 
in the fie!d, and every name on it elected, in spite of 
the opposition of both parties and of the press. Some 
of the_.remarkabie features of this campaign were that 
none of the candidates bad sought the office or ever 
held an office before. and were not called upon to con- 
tribute one doilar towards carrying on the election. 
AT THE RECENT ELECTION 

the Club again worked through the Republican party 
organization, and for the first time sinve the fire se- 
cured an honest vote without dictation from the

CAULFIELD’S MARE’S NEST. 

Now that the evidence begins to come ont 
in the matter of the corruption in which 
Banyzy Cavutriexp recently captured the 
President, and which he has spread abroad 
with so wuch circumstantiality and exaggera- 
ion through the Democratic newspapers, the 
real morits of the matter appear and show 
that it hinges upon the fact that a Repub- 
lican Administration -unearthed the most 
utrocious corruptions the country hag ever 
known. 

Tle story of the corruption may be briefly 
told, and will be of interest. In 1868, Presi- 
dent Grant was in the very height of his 
popularity, and the Republican party more 
powerful than it had ever been before. It 
hal commended itseif to the whole country 
by its suppression of the Rebellion, by its 
work of reconstruction, and by the passage 
of the constitutional amendments, and yet, 
to the utter astonishment of the nation, 
Geant was defeated in New York 
by 12,000 majority. The country districts 
hal given him the overwhelming majority of 
50,000, enough to overcome Sxzymovr’s ma- 
jority in New York City, if there had been 
an honest vote, including Brooklyn also with 
its majority of 13,000, and yet it was met in 
the city with a Democratic majority of 
61,000, thus giving the election to Srxrmovi, 
although the Republheans had cast the largest 
vote that had ever before been given for 
auy of their candidates. It became apparent 
to Congress that Granr had carried the State 
by thirty or forty thousand majority an d, 
under the authority of the Constitution, it 
passod a law to prevent ballot-box stuffing 
anil fraudulent voting by appointing Deputy 
Marshals to supervise the voting in all large 
cities where they might be sent. The law 
was framed in the interests of honesty and 
the purity of elections, and against revolu- 
tion, for ballot-box stuffing is as clearly 
revolutionary as a coup detat. The 
object of the law, therefore, was good, and 
the expenditures under it were warranted 
and lawful. In carrying out the provisions 
of the law in New York City, on Supervisor 
DaVENPORT's methods, during the years from 
1871 to 1874, there were expended at the 
highest estimate $35,000, so that the Treas- 
ury was drained by these dreadful conspirators 
@ the rate of $8,750 a year! This is the 
whole sum and substance of the mare’s nest 
which Barney Cavurretp has discovered, 
and about which he is making such a hul- 
labaloo. This is the atrocious infamy of 
which tke New York World says, in a burst 
of pathos and bosh : 

The most melancholy news whieh it bas ever fallen 
to our lot to lay before the public, bardly excepting the 
assaseination”’ of President Linco.y, is that which we 
publish this morning reciting the political and moral 
suicide of Presifent Grant. . . . Not BeLenap’s 
crime envelops the Administration and the Repub- 
lican party in eo black an infamy. 

A few more election figures will throw ad- 
ditional light upon this matter. At the next 
election Mr. Kernan, now United States 
Senator, and one of the most popular men 
in New York, ran for Governor on the Demo- 
cratic ticket against Gen. Dix. Kesnaw re- 
ceived 77,915 votes, and Drx 56,290; majori- 
ty for Keunan, 21,225. This was the ut- 
most the Democracy could do, with the 
strongest and most popular man in the State 
on their ticket. Four years before, the Dem- 
ocrats had returned 108,316 votes, to 47,338 
for the Republicans. The comparison shows 
that in four years, notwithstanding the 
natural increase of the voting population, 
the Democratic vote had shrunk from 108,316 
to 77,915, or 30,401 votes, which is just the 
number of fraudulent votes that were stopped 
by the law. The Republican vote in these 
four years meanwhile increased from 47,338 
to 56,290, showing a natural and healthy 
party growth. The whole cost of stop- 
ping this atrocious swindle was not much 
over 75 cents a vote. It was a trifling 
amount, but it was effectual, and the Demo- 
crats have not recovered their majority of 
ballot-box stuffing days, since, at the election 
last fall, the united Democratic and Liberal 
vote for BiczLow was only 79,274, against 
49,614 for Sewarp, Republican.

ABOLISHING TOWNSHIP ORGANIZATION,

tion carries with it the present County Board, 
and necessitates the election of a new Board 
of three Commissioners, makes the Treasurer 
Assessor, and the Sheriff Collector, ete., etc. 

The Constitution has made special provis- 
ion for the government of Cook County, 
which goverument is different from that of 
all other counties, whether under or not 
under township organization. It is a class of 
counties of itself. The Constitution provides 
that the affairs of Cook County shall be gov- 
erned by a Board of fifteen Commissioners. 
When this was adopted, the old machinery 
of township organization was in force, and 
the Leyislature provided only for so much of 
the change as substituted the County Board 
for the Board of Supervisors. The vote this 
fall to abolish township organization will 
have the effect only of getting rid of the 
remainder of the township machinery. It 
will then remain for the Legislature to pro- 
vide such wachinery for the government of 
the county, in addition to the Board of fif- 
teen Commissioners, as may be considered 
advisable. 

The Citizens’ Association, through ite 
counsel, framed a bill for this purpose at the 
last session of the Legislature, which pro- 
vided for the election of a County Assessor, 
and making the Treasurer, as now, the Col- 
lector. But this bill was choked off and 
defeated through the influence of two agen- 
cies,—the Town Boards, which were then 
stealing au aggregate of $100,000 a year, and 
the Park Commissioners of the North and 
West Towns. The town oflicers were of 
course the class of men who control primary 
meetings, nominating conventions, and who 
stuff ballot-boxes. The average politician 
serving in the Legislature of course yielded 
to the demarids of this class. The Park 
Commissioners of North and West Chicago 
did not want to break up the township organ- 
ization, because all park taxes for these 
towns must be vated by that monstrosity in 
government known as the town meeting. 
We understand that the Park Commissioners 
@ North Chicago have already got a “legal 
opinion” to the effect that towzship organ- 
ization cannot be abolished, and that this 
opinion is hawked about town soliciting sig- 
natures. In due time it will be published as 
areason why there should be no vote abol- 
ishing township organization 1h Cook County. 

But the vote will be taken, and the people 
wil] take pains to elect men to the Legisla- 
ture to provide the necessary county ma- 
chinery, even if it be necessary to omit ‘for 
one year the levying of a special tax for park 
purposes in North and West Chicago. 


THE PROPOSED TREASURY INVESTIGA- 
TION, 


Democratic sensationalism seems to have 
attained its summit in the recent promulga- 
tion from Washington that the United States 
Treasury has been robbed of bonds, gold 
notes, certificates of indebtedness, green- 
backs, and fractional currency to the amount 
of $487,000,000, or about one-fourth of the 
national debt. The Treasury officials are 
said to have possessed themselves of this 
colossal sum in the course of years by issuing 
bonds and notes which they reported as de- 
stroyed. If there were four people engaged 
in this system of plunder, it has yielded them 
over $120,000,000 apiece ; if forty-eight peo- 
ple, about $10,000,000 each ; and if 487 peo- 
ple (and certainly there couldn't have been 
more), then a cool million for every one of 
them. It was not known that the Treasury 
had turned out so many Caasvuses. It will 
probably .be news to Gen. Sprmywer, who 
**bossed” the job for a numberof years, 
and who remained so poor that he is be. 
lieved to have made frequent appeals to his 
friends to make good certain amounts that 
were stolen from time to time for which he 
was responsible. Were these stealings fairly 
distributed among the different States ac. 
cording to the recognized rule of appoint- 
ments? If so, did Hlinois get its proper 
share, which would amount to something 
like $50,000,000? Who are the eallant sons 
of this State that enjoyed part of the plun- 
der ? 

The extravagance of this charge is such as 
The Democratic sensation- 
alists have overreached themselves. They 
have taken up an old story and elaborated it 
beyond the limits of probability. But we

these thefts seems to be a test of the thor- 
oughness and excellence of the system for 
keeping track of the money. If the checks 
on the money, as it passes through the vari- 
ous departments, each contributing but 4 
smal part to its manufacture and issue, were 
inadequate, the thefts would not have been 
discovered, and there might be more reason 
to suspect a gigantic shortage. But the 
promptness with which every theft became 
known to the Treasury officials, and the 
ability shown in tracing the theft to those who 
committed it, induce the belief that nothing 
like general and undiscovered pilfering has 
been going on. Still we are disposed to en- 
courege the most thorough investigation, and 
will even favor a detail of Democratic Con- 
gressmen to count the money—if some 
trustworthy persons be placed on guard to 
watch them during the operation. 

The general charge, which is absurd 
enough in itself, becomes more absurd by 
reason of the particular theory upon which 
the extraction of nearly $500,000,000 is ac- 
counted for. It has been stated that the 
money has been stolen by the failure to de- 
stroy what has been ordered burnt. Yet it is 
admitted that mutilated, worn, or defective 


_ currency ordered destroyed was burnt under 


the supervision of a Committee, the mem- 
of which were frequently chang- 
ed. But, before it was consigned to 
this Committee, the rejected curency 
or the canceled bonds passed through 
various stages of cancellation, including the 
checking off by stub-books. Im fact, an 
amount of money has always been charged 
against the Treasury equal to that which 
could be manufactured from the amount of 
paper made, and this charge dates from the 
moment the paper leaves the mill. It 
is necessary, therefore, that every scrap 
of the paper should be accounted for, wheth- 
er it be finally issued as money or not. Dur- 
ing the various processes of printing, stamp- 
ing, sorting, counting, numbering, etc., every 
piece passes through different departments, 
each acting asa check upon the others. The 
numbering alone would defeat any effort at 
wholesale robbery, and lead to the detection 
of isolated cases. The numbers are consecu- 
tive, and are aflixed as the currency and 
bonds are finally issued. Any currency or 
bonds stolen or not destroyed when so or- 
dered would be duplicate in number, and 


in passing through the hands of bankers and 
returning to the Treasury. With this system 
it is unreasonable to suppose that there has 
been a general and systematic robbery of the 
public moneys, or any thefts of a considera- 
ble amount which have not been discovered. 
Nevertheless, we hope the investigation will 
go on; for, though a costly proceeding ona 
frail basis, it will be worth while to estab- 
lish the fact thus publicly and officially that 
there is a system for manufacturing and 
handling the money and bonds which does 
not admit of robbery. 


THE NECESSITY OF SILVER DOLLARS. 

The new coinage of the United States has 
been gratefully received by the American 
people. At least one-third of the people 
have attained adult age since silver disap- 
peared from circulation. Gold coinage has 
been far more familiar in business than sil- 
ver during the last fifteen years. The sub- 
stitution of silver for the fractional currency 
will prove of great benefit, provided that the 
policy thus happily begun shall be main- 
tained. The silver coinage is a curiosity, in 
one sense, to thousands. As it Becomes dis- 
tributed there will be a large amount of it 
put away in small sums, and not paid out 
again until the last fractional note has disap- 
peared. ‘The highest sum of §frac- 
tional currency outstanding at any one 
time was forty-six millions of dol- 
lars, and this includes all of that 
currency which has been lost and destroyed 
since the first issue in 1862 and 1863. But 
the demand for small silver will far exceed 
that which has ever existed for the fractional 
paper currency. It will require nearly twice 
as much silver, because a large proportion of 
the latter will be hoarded and put aside, until 
it has been issued in such large sums as to 
have it in general use, and in such abundance 
that it can be easily obtained when wanted. 
The bill which has passed Congress author- 
izes the issue of silver coinage in redemption 
of the fractional currency. Of this there 
was in circulation on the Ist of last Febru- 
ary $42,000,000, and of this sum over $10,- 
000,000 are of the earlier issues. The issue 
of $30,000,000 of silver coin will be wholly 
inadequate, and the fact that its issue is al- 
together insufficient will result in its being 
promptly boarded. 

In wise anticipation of the popular de- 
mand of the country for silver, and fora 
large amount of it, the Finance Committee 
of the Senate has reported a bill providing 
for the continuance of the silver coinage 
permanently, that the growing preference for 
the coin may be satisfied. The issue of thirty 
millions will, if it be ascertained that no 
more is to be issued, hardly satisfy those who 
will put it away to keep in sums ranging 
from $2 to #200, and the whole value of the 
silver scheme will be lost. There is, more- 
over, no rational pretext for coining silver 
unless it be to furnish the public with silver 
currency. To coin only to the extent of sup- 
plying the demand for hoarding, is to produce 
a contraction and a great public inconven- 
ience. The coinage, to be of any conven- 
ience and benefit to the public, should con- 
tinue so long as there was a demand for it, 
and so long as the public shall be willing 
to give paper currency in exchange for it. 
The present comparatively small issue will 
only serve to familiarize the people with the 
coin, and to induce them to such a general 
exchange of paper therefor. Silver coinage 
is the greatest of all exploders of inflation. 
The man who receives and handles silver will 
never more ask or favor the issue either of 
paper ‘“‘momey” or paper promises, unless 
these promises be redeemable on demand in 
the coin. Thesilvereoin should therefore con- 
tinue to be issued until the country was so 
supplied that there would be no further de- 
mand for it. But the coinage should go on 
so long as the demand may exist for it. 

The Senate bill provides for the coinage of 
silver dollars of the standard weight, of 
which none have been coined since 1853, and 
these are to be a legal-tender to the amount 
of $20. These silver dollars will have a vaiue 
of some four cents greater than the small 
coins. When this weight was established for 
silver doliars, it bore the then existing pro- 
portion to the gold dollar that silver did to 
gold. Subsequently silver advanced, and our 
coins being worth more as bullion than coin 
were melted and shipped. For this reason 
the weight of the small coins was reduced 
and the coinage of dollars discontinued. 
Now the valne of silver in gold has fallen to 
such an extent that the dollars may be safely 
coined at their old standard and be worth 
more as coins than as bullion. The Senate 
bill authorizes the exchange by the Treasury 
of these silver dollars for greenbacks. The 


immediate effect will be to put the greenbacks 
and the silver dollars on an equality m value. 
This would produce no contraction, because 
there would be a silver dollar putin circula- 
tion for every greenback given in exchange, 
and the exchange would be made only to the 
extent that the public desired or preferred 
silver to paper. There is no serious danger 
to be apprehended from the fall of silver. 
The panic in the silver market has had its 
run}; and, though silver may never again 
reach the price in gold it once brought, the 
causes leading to its sudden decline have 
comparatively become exhausted. From 
1833 to 1851 the price of silver in England 
was 59 pence per standard ounce. It then 
advanced, and in 1559 commanded 62} pence 
per ovnce. In 1862 it declined to 614 pence, 
and in 1873, when the German Govern- 
ment announced its intention to d mon- 


netize silver, the price fell to 58 pence, 


and since then has fallen as low as 524 
pence. A reaction has begun, and that it 
will advance to 54 or55 pence is probable. 
Whatever fluctuation may take place in the 
value of silver will be slight, and the silver 
dollar will always be less exposed to combi- 
nations in the market than the paper dollar, 
and, being exchangeable for the latter, will 
give to the greenback a stability it has never 
yet possessed. The exchange wonld neces- 
sarily be gradual, because limited to the 
means of the Government to purchase silver 
bullion. The annual contribution to the 
sinking fund has hitherto been about thirty 
millions of dollars ; and this amount of sil- 
ver coinage would in time furnish the people 
with all the silver money they will need, 
taking the place of the same amout of paper, 
and advancing the value of the latter to that 
of the silver dollar. The necessity of the 
continuance of silver coinage so long as the 
country has use for it and prefer it to paper, 
is obvious. It is popular, it is substantial ; 
it has a value which cannot be changed by 
the operations of a single market. It will 
not only be non-fluctuating itself, but will 
give equal permanence to the greenback. 
The people, themselves, want the silver, and 
so soon as they get it the voice of the infla- 
tionist will become silent, and the roar for 
more greenbacks will be heard of no more in 
the land. 


In order that the significance of the para- 
graph in Tue Tersune’s dispatches of yester- 
day relative to Mr. Francis B. Hayes’ sailing 
from Boston to Europe may be understdéod, 
the alleged relations between Mr. Hayes and 
Mr. Buarye in the Fort Smith & Little Rock 
bonds should be explained. The charge is 
that Mr. Buarvg sold Mr. Hayes some $75,- 
000 worth of these bonds, which he is alleged 
to have received in consideration of Con- 
gressional services In securing an extension 
of the Fort Smith & Little Rock land-grant. 
It is said that Mr. Hayes paid Mr. Buiarve 
about par for these bonds, though they were 
comparatively worthless at the time. The 
reason assigned for such purchase is 
that Mr. Hayes, at that time Presi- 
dent of the Atlantic & Pacific Rail- 
road, was interested in securing legislation 
from Cougress enabling his Company and also 
the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Railroad to en- 
ter upon their lands by the abrogation of a 
prior Indian claim to which the lands were 
subject when Congress made the grant. It 
will be seen that Mr. Hayes was an important 
witness in the Biarne charges, since his ad- 
mission of the allegations would show Mr. 
BuarveE to have been in possession of a large 
amount of Fort Smith & Little Rock bonds, 
and also that he must have expected some 
se:vice from Mr. Buiarye in return for his 
purchase of alot of worthless bonds at par. 
Hayes’ departure, under tuese circumstances, 
was certainly unfortunate, and the more so as 
several New England papers, including the 
Springfield Repudlican and the Boston Herald, 
notified him that he would be expected to 
give his testimony on these points. 


fn case it shall be determined to investi- 
gate the charges that have been made against 
Mr. Buiaryg, the witnesses who have thus far 
been referred to as having knowledge of the 
transactions are as follows: Mr. Jonn 8S. C. 
Harrison, Government Director of the Union 
Pacific, who is said to have moved an investi- 
gation in the Board; E. H. Rox.tns, the Treas- 
urer of the Union Pacitic Company, who is 
said to have stopped this investigation; James 
F. Wiison, of lowa, also a Government Di- 
rector of the Union Pacific, who is said to 
have been informed by Mr. Buiarve that the 
latter sold the bonds for a friend; and 
Mr. Francis B. Hares, of Boston (who 
left so suddenly for Europe), who is said to 
have purchased $75,000 of the bonds from 
Mr. Buaryz. We have also been informed 
that Mr. Miriarp, another Government Di- 
rector of Union Pacific, overheard Rox- 
Lins’ statement to Hargison. In the alleged 
transfer of Kansas Pacific bonds to Mr. 
Buarnz, the witnesses would be Josepa B. 
Stewart, the Washington lobbyist who is 
said to have made the transfer of the bonds; 
Judge Brpiz, Srewart’s partner, who is 
said to have been cognizant of the transfer ; 
and Joun D. Perry, the President of the 
Kansas & Pacific Railroad, who is supposed 
to be in possession of Stewart's letter set- 
ting forth the transfer. If Mr. Burare’s 
statement leaves any room for doubt- 
ing the integrity of his Congressional career, 
it would seem to be an easy matter, by the 
summoning of these witnesses, to arrive at 
the exact truth. 


The ludicrousness of tempestuous denuncia- 
tion of Chinese immigration, because it fur- 
uishes them with cheap aod therefore profita- 
ble labor, has dawoed upon the Californians, 
and they pow object to the Celestials because 
they don’t buy farms instead of working in the 
cities and in the mines. The San Francisco 
Bulletin, which has kindly undertaken to en- 
lighten Tue TrRisune upon that subject, makes 
this explanation. It says there are 30,000,000 
acres of laod in California waiting settlers to 
convert these into fruitfal farms, and that what 
California wants is somebody who will do that. 
The Bulletin omits mention of the trifling cir- 
cumstance that the bulk of those lands have 
been grabbed by railroad and great proprietors, 
whose estates are measured by the league, and 
who for lands that can only be made productive 
by irngation demand twice what the best lands in 
Illinow, Iowa, Kansas, and Nebraska can be 
bought for. The Bulletin further explains that 
the Chinese do not buy farm lands because 
they are servile iaborers,—that is, are owned by 
the Six Companies, and, anyhow, tne Californians 
don’t want slavery in their State. Certainly 
not. But if the Chinamen are held in slavery 
in defiance of our laws and Coustitution, why not, 
through the courts, make an end of that slavery, 
instead vf exterminating the slaves, as the 
hoodiums of the Pacific Coast pant todo? The 
California courte have ample power to free 
every enslaved Chinaman; why don’t they ad’ 
so? The pretext is, to putit in the current 
slang, too thin. There isn't a Chinaman ino 
California who does not know that slavery is 
prohibited in this country, nor we believe one 
who is not bis own master and pockets bis own 
earnings. Wheo the Bulletin again casts about 
for some excuse for the barbarous caste preju- 
dice againut the Chinese, which is because they 
work cheaply, as they have to do to get employ- 
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ment, let it find something more to the point 
than that they do not do some other kind ef 


work than that ip which they engage.

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The 6ra of Congressional investigations that 
will find out the true-inwardness of thiogs in- 
vestigated is evidently drawing to a close under 
the investigation mania that has seized upon the 
Democratic House.

singularly liable to embark oa foreign tours at the 
precise time when the Committees want to pos- 
sess themselves of that information. The query 
which it all suggests is, What is the use of invee- 
tigating when witnesses cannot be compelled to 
answer, and when, as in the Credit Mobilier, and 
Pacific Mail, Little Rock Railroad bond ngted,~ 
and other investigations, the witnesses / who 
know something und might tell it simply go 
abroad until the thing blows over? The excep- 
tional cases are those wherein somebody atro- 
ciously libeled, like Secretary Brisrow io the 
Mary Merritt matter, forces his assailants to ex- 
pose apon what slender foundation in fact their 
slanders were based, by requiring them to fetch 
forward their witnesses, that the testimony of 
these may be met. For the-rest, a Congressional 
investigation seems the surest mode of getting - 
out of the way all material testimony as to the 


subject of investigation.

The obstacles to Gov. TrupEn’s proposed plan 
for deepening the Erie Canal, so as te give an 
‘honest 7 feet of water” along the entire line, 
are set forth by the New York Canal Commis- 
giocers in their report to the Legislature upon 
the recommendations of the Govervor’s mes- 
sage. They state that there is no difficulty in 
navigating the canal with boats of 6 feet draft 
and 240 tons burden, but that to deepen the 
channe! one foot additional would require an 
alteration of all the locks, aqueducts, and cul- 
verts from Lockport to Albany, which could 
only be done at an enormous cost. They also 
urge that the canal for long distances in mapy 
places was dug through porous, sandy soil, 
which had te be puddlea, and _ that. 
were it deepened, the loss of water 
by absorption and percolation would be so 
great as to seriously reduce the volume unless 
the work were again puddled and the bank 
strengthened, which would involve a vast out- 
lay. Instead of deepening, the Commussioners 
recommend raising the banks one foot, in order 
to gain the additional! foot of water, and estimate 
that $2,000,000 would do the work, including the 
cost of raising bridges. The indications are 
that, in the discussion as to how it shall be 
accomplished, the great work of increasing the 
capacity of the canal will be deferred until the 
further diversion of the grain trade of the West 
and Northwest from New York to Baltimore, 
Boston, and other Atlantic ports, abaill drive the 
New York Legisiature to do something besides 
talk about improving the Erie Canal.

The London Times of the 7th inst. contains 
asecond installment of the detaiis of the new 
Domesday Look, some statistics from which on 
land-ownership have already been printed in 
Tue Taisune. The following additional figures 
will be of interest: Tne highest rental per 
acre is 36 shillings, and eleven countics range 
from 368 to 28a, In England and Wales, with a 
population of 19,458,009, there are 3,841,354 in- 
habiused houses and 972,836 owners. The num- 
ber of owners of one acre and upwards is 
269,547, and there are 703,239 owners belew one 
acre. The immense property of the thrée larg- 
est owners is showa by the fact that they own 
422,210 acres, the aggregate rental of whieh is 
$2,061,095. The hundred largest private owners 
in England and Wales hoid 38,852,000 acres, 
which is one-tenth of the entire area. The 
land-holders of Scotland, which bas a total acre- 
age of 18,946,694, mnmber 132,230. Summed 
up, one person in every twenty of the popuia- 
tion in England is a land-owner, and one in 
every twenty-five in Scotland. One household- 
er in every four in England is a isnd-owner, and 
one in every three in Scotland,

The Legisiature of Arkansas incorpo- 
rated the Little Rock & Fort Smith Railroad 
Company the same year, and gaveto the Com-

at precisely the same rate that others paid. I

ently very promising. proved unsuccessful, as 
did 60 many similar projects about the same 
time. I lost a considerable sum of money,

giand made a net loss of $2,000,000 in 
completing that road for Arkansas, as she 
has lost over $10,000,000 bv similar ven- 
‘ares West aad South within tho last 
twelve years. In addition to my investment in 
bonds, I uniced with otuers in raising some 
money for the Company when it met its first 
financial troubles. Proceedings are now pend- 
ing in the United States Cireuit Court in Arkan- 
sas, to which Iam a party of recérd, for reim- 
bursement of the money so advanced. All the 
bonds which I ever purchased I continued to 
hold, aod when the Company was reorganized 
in 1874 LT exchanged them for stock and bonds 
in the new concerao, which I stillown. My whole 
connection with the road has beon open as 
day. If there had been anything to conceal 
about it I never should have touched it. Wher- 
ever concealment isf§desirable, avoidance is ad- 
visabie; and I do not know any better test to 
apply to the houor and fairness of a business 
travsaction, 

As to the question of propriety involved in a 
mewber of Congross holdiog an investment of 
this kind, it mast be remembered the lands 
were grauted tothe State of Arkansas and vot 
to the Railroad Company, aud that the Com- 
pany derived its life, fraucbise, and value whul- 
ly from the State, and to the State the Company 
i amenable and auswerabie, and in no sense to 
Congress.

and south ata point of junction, to aid the 
Littie Rock & Fort Smith enterprise by taking 
some of ite securities, &@ practice very common 
among connecting roads. Jo botn of these 
roads the completion of the Little Rock Road 
was of very great importance. Accordingly 
in the spring of 1871, when only ons coupon had 
been passed by the Little Rock Company ou oue 
series of its bonds, and none passed on the 
other, and when there was a sanguine hope of 
getting the enterprise on its feet again, the 
Atiantic & Pacific Company took $100,000 of 
its bonds and $100,000 of ite stock for the gross 
sum of $79,000, and the Missoun, Kansas & 
Texas, if 1 remember correctiy, took half the 
amount at the same rate. This was done 
not for the corporation itself, but for an 
iuterest largely engaged in the construction 
of the road. With the circumstances attending 
the negotiation with the Atiangic & Pacitic Road 
I was entirely familiar, and with several of its 
ofticers 1 have long been well acquainted. I 
also knew of the negotiauou with the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas Road, though I never to my 
koovwledge saw any of its officers, and never had 
an interview with any of them op any subject ; 
but in case of both roads I desire to say that tne 
bonds sold tothem did not belong to me, nor 
did I have one doliar’s pecuniary interest in the 
whole transaction with either company. The 
infamous insinuation made in certein quarters 
that i engaged to use my influence in Congress 
for the Atlantic & Pacific Road, and also for the 
Missouri, Kansas & Texas, in consideration of 
their purchasing these securities, 

HARDLY MERITS NOTICE. 
The officers and Djroctors of both Companies, 
eo far as I have known one aud heard of others, 
are high-toned, honorable gentlemen, and they 
would have justly spurved me from their pres- 
ence had I been willing to submit an offer so 
dishonorable and mutually.degrading. I had no 
pecuniary steke in the negotiation, and 1 should 
have loved imfamy%for infamy’s sake had | bar- 
tered my personal and ollicial bonor in the 
transaction, and | am sure that every man con- 
nected with either Company would repel! the dis- 
honoring suggestion as warmly as I do myself. 
The whole affair bad no more connection with 
Congressioual legisiation than avy one of ten 
thousand similar transactions  tpat aro 
constantly occurring io the puslpess 
world of a like character, with the 
insinuation just answered is that which, in an 
irresponsible and anonymous way, attempts to 
connect the ownership of Little Rock & Fort 
Smith bonds with the legislation of last winter 
respecting the State Government of Arkansas. 
There are some accuaations which itis difficult 
to repel with sufficient force, because of their 
mixture of absurdity, Gepravity and, falsehood. 
I never heard this stupid slander until within a 
few days, and I venture to say there is not a re- 
sponsible man in the country of the shghtest 
sense whocan discern the remotest connection 
between two things that arealleged-to have an 
intimate and infamous relation. 
SUMMING UP. 

Let me now, Mr. Speaker, briefly summarize 
what I have presented : 

irst—That the story of my receiving $64,000, 
or any other sum of money or other thing of 
value,from tbe Union Pacific Railroad Company, 
directiy or indirectly, or in any form, is abso- 
iutely disproved by the most conclusive testi- 
mouy. 

Second—-That no dond of mine was ever sold 
to the Atlantic & Pacific or the Missouri, Kansas 
& Texas Railroad Company, and that not a 
single dollar of money from either of these com- 
panies ever went to my profit or benefit. 

Third—That instead of receiving boads of the 
Little Rock & Fort Smith Road as a gratuity, I 
never had one except at the regular market 
price, and that instead of making a large fortune 
of that Company i have incurred a se- 
vere pecuniary loss from my investment in its 
securities, which I still retain, and out 
of such affairs as this grows the popular gossip 
of large fortunes amassed in Congress. 

I can hardly expect, Mr, Speaker, that any 
statement from me will stop the work of those 
who have 80 industriously circulated these 
calumnies. For mouths past the effort has been 
energetic and continnous to spread these stories 
in private circles. Emissaries of slander have 
visited the editorial rooms of leading LIepub- 
hean papers from Boston to Omaha, and whisper- 
ed of revelations to come that were too ter- 
rible even to be spoken io loud tones, and at 
last the revelations have been mude. 

I am now, Mr. Speaker, im the fourteenth 
yoar of anot inactive service in this hall. I 
have taken ana haye given blows. I bave no 
doubt said many things inthe heat of debate 
which [ would now gladly recall. I have no 
doubt given votes which, in fuller light, I would 
gladly change; but I have never done anything 
in my public career for which I could be put to 
the faintest biush in any presence, or for which 
Icanpot answer to my constituents, my con- 
science, and the great Searcber of Hearts.

Further Interesting Facts Concerning 
the Mary Merritt Case. 


BEFORE THE OMMITTEE. 
BRISTOW AND CATE. 

Wasurinoton, D. C., Apml 24.—The Committee 
on Expenditures in the Treasury Department 
met to-day for the investigation of the charges 
against Secretary Bristow in relation to the re- 
lease of the bark Mary Merritt, Mr. Bristow ap- 
peared in his own behalf, and Judge Cate ap- 


peared in his own bebalf. ‘Judge Cate, who in- | 


troduced the resolution in the House, was called 
upon for the names of the parties who furnish- 
ed him with the information. He gave the 
names of H. H. Chittenden, E. E. Johnson, 8. 
E. Weiss, Levi Hubbell, G. W. Hazleton, and 
Mr. Northrup. He suggested that perhaps it 
might not be necessary to summon more than 
one or two of them, as all the facts could be ob- 
tained from that number as weil as all, and the 
expense of summoning all of them might be 
eaved. Hedid not think it necessary to sum- 
mon Judge Hubbell. 

Mr. Bristow said it was late to talk abont 
ecouomy in this matter. He had been arraigned 
before the country, aud he wanted fullest and 
minutest investigation, and desired the attend- 
ance of ali the witnesses, ‘particularly Judge 
Hubbeli, as he desired to show uoder 
what circumstances Judge Hubbell went 
out of ojifice. He questioned Cate ag to 
all the sources of his ivformation. and de- 
sired a list of ail the persons with whom he had 
conversed upon the subject. Membersof the 
Committee baving objected to his questious, 
Secretary Bristow said be had no hesitation in 
saying that these charges had been instigated 
by what is known io the couctry as the ** Whis- 
ky Ring of Milwaukee,” and he interrogated 
Cate to bring out those facts and put the infor- 
mation on record. 

Cate said the Committee would try to take 
care of their side of the case. He himself did 
not wiebh to appear as the proseeutor. 

Secretary Bristow—*‘ But you will do go. 
cannot help it.” 

After furtber discussion the Committee de- 
cided to summon all the witnesses named. 

Secretary Bristow said that some newspapers 
had charged that he dad declined to furnish the 
original papers in the case. He wished to atate 
that while 1n obedience to an Executive order he 
should decline to furnish the original papers in 
the cases under investigation, yet in every case 
against himself he would take the responsibility 
to produce before the Committee every original 
paper. He then gave the Committee the follow- 
ing names of witnesses to be summoned: D. 
Lyman, C. F. Conant, Bluford Wilson. J. H. 
Robinson (of the Treasury Department), John 
Freland, W. L. and 8. E. Trice, of Hopkinsville, 
Ky., and Walter Evans, Louisville. 

The Committee then adjourned.

THE MOIETY LIE. 
A FULL EXPOSITION OF THE CASE. 
1othe Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Miuwavkes, April 24.—The charges against 
Secretary Bristow,*as made and reiterated by an 
evening paper of this city from day to day, have 
finally found their culmination. Judge Cate, 
the Representative of the Eighth Wisconsin‘Dis- 
trict, has secured the adoption, in the House of 
Representatives, of a resolution calling for an in- 
vestigation of the Mary Merritt case. But how 
little Mr. Cate and the man who drafted the reso- 
lution know about the matter becomes apparent 
from the fact that the resolution states that the 
Mary Merritt had been seized for a violation of 
the customs laws. I showed io a former commu- 
nication which appeared in Taz Tripone of Sat- 
day, that

just as are many other statements made by this 
same evening paper in connection witb the 
charges. In the paper referred to, reference is 
frequently made to a ‘legal document that it 
cost 27,000 to suppress”"—or to a ‘brief that 
secured Mr. Weiss his moiety, but did not fright- 
en Mr. Bristow from perpetrating a direct steal 
from the Treafury.” In view of this fact I 
deem it proper to devote a little attention to this 
** legal document.” 

Under the act of March 3, 1797, the Secretary 
of the Treasury has power to remit fines, pen- 
alties, and forfeitures incurred under the reve- 
nue and navigation laws, and this power ex- 
tends also over the moiety of the customs offi- 
cers, to which they were formerly entitied un- 
der the law. 

BUT THIS POWER CEASES 
when the petition is dismissed, and a warrant 
of non-remission is granted aad filed with the 
court. In the case before us, a petition for re- 
mission was made simuitaneously with an ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court, and it is known that 
this first petition was diamissed by the Secre- 
tarv of the Treasury, March 20, 1874, for tech- 
nical defects, and upon the opinich of the 
Solicitor of the Treasury, Mr. Banfield, ** That 
the petitioner could not, on appeal to the Su- 
preme Court, claim that there was no forfeiture, 
and at the same time, by petition to the Secre- 
tary, admit forfeiture.” 
IT IS ALSO KNOWN 
that afterwards, in May, 1874, a motion was 
made for a rehearing; that Secretary Richard- 
son, upon the strength of an affidavit of the pe- 
titioners that their attorney had grossly neglect- 
ed the case, granted a reconsideration of the pe- 
tition on ils merits ; that, upon consideration of 
these merits, the Secretary of the Treasury 
decided, May 21, 1874, thas no remission or 
investigation could be granted, and that the 
warrant of non-remission should stand and re- 
main in full forca. 
IT IS A MATTER OF FACT AND LAW 
that when this decision was made, and the war- 
rant of non-remission was filed with the court in 
the manner required by law, the suit of remis- 
sion became res adjudica as farasthe claim of 
Mr. Weiss, or any other private individual 
claiming a moity, was concerned. 

Now. when Messrs. Feland and Evans peti- 
tioned the Secretary of the Treasury, under the 
administration of Mr. Bristow, by letter dated 
Sept. 1, 1874, for another hearing, with a view 
of obtaining a discharge of the judgment en- 
tered against the vessel aod her boudsmen, Mr. 
Weiss, to protect his vested right in said judg- 
ment, protested against a reopening of the case 
in a letter dated September, 1874, printed in 
brief form and addressed to the Hon. B. H.

A FRIEND IN NEED. 

Lovursvit_z, Ky., April 24.—The capture of 
James Wilkinson, who is charged with a $15,000 
embezzlement in New Orieans and elsewhere, 
has proven ap important arrest. On Saturday 


evening he received a dispatch in jail from J. B 
Phelps, at Indianapolis, stating that he would | 
arrive on the 1 o’clock (moroing) Chicago train, 
and go immediately tothe Jail. Phelps is the 
party to whom Wilkinson shipped the packages 
from New Orieans to Chicago, and the detectives 
conjectured that he was a partoer in the crime 
with Wilkinson. They accordingly decided to 
arrest bim as asuspected felon on bis arrival. 
Phelps, on reaching the city yesterday 
morning, took a hack, telling the driver 
that he was going to the Jail to release a 
prisoner, and wanted him to wait for 
him at the door, whether he came out alone or 
not. The detectives were in the jail when 
Phelps entered. He was allowed to go into the 
room where Wilkinson was confined and see 
him. As soon as he started out he was arrest- 
ed, and two detectives searched him, while a 
third went into Wilkinson’s room and stripped 
him of all his clothes. Ip the teel of his stock- 
ing n@found $2,600, which looked as if it bad 
just been placed there. When Phelps was ac- 
cused of giving Wilkinsoa money he denied all 
knowledge of it, and he protested that he had 
not given him acent. Some important papers 
were found on hia person. .Phelps was then 
locked up as a suspected felon, To-day writs of 
babeas cespus were taken out for the prisoner, 
and the Court released Phelps, but reman 
Wilkinson to jail. The money was not restored, 
Phelps haviog said thatit was not his when be 
was arrested. 


A HORRIBLE CRIME. 

Orxcinnati, O., April 24.—The Commercial’s

The leading produce markets were generally un- 
eettied yesterday, and most of them were lower. The 
pews was bad for bolders. The weather was 
fine, and the foreign advices inclined two weak- 
ness. Then came the news that the City National 
Bank bad suspended, and that was supplemented by 
the information thats prominent wheat firm in Mi- 

waukee bad suspended, The facts stopped at this point, 
but the fears did not. There was a genere) shakiness 
of confidence, dim apprehbersious that otners would 
follow in the wake of the first, and « looking forward 
to lower prices as inevitable, which made the markets 
excee@ingly difficult to watch and report, The wheat 
market engrossed the iion’s éhare of attention, all the 
others being neglected at intervals through the session. 
Towards noon the feeling was steadier. The rather 
{ree calling of margips, which is sure to fol- 
low the downward movement of prices, had been 
moderately wei) reeponded to, and, no more failures 
being heard of, the members of the Board began to 
think that the worst was over, though buyers for in- 
vestment held aloof as before. There had been ru- 
mors On Saturday in relation to the standing of some 
prominent firms here, and some parties went on the 
floor fully prepared to hear of local embarrassments 
which did notcccur. When it was found that the 
local world was all right the tone changed to one of 
rejalive steadiness, 

There was uot much eald about the Milwaukee firm 
alluded to above—Mesers, Schroeder & Lindblom. No- 
body knew very much about it, except the grand fact 
that the firm had been carrying a very heavy load, and 
few were surprised to bear of the result, The gentie- 
men mamed conducted the wheat corer 
in Milwaukee pear the close of last year, 
and were forced to take immense quantities of wheat 
at high prices, for which they could find no immedi- 
ate markets They decided to carry the load through 
the winter, believing that the sepring would bring 
good demand, under which they could at the worst 
come out without much loes, There were several ru- 
mors two or three months ago tothe effect that the 
firm found it difficult to obtain pecuniary accommo- 
dations, but the matter was tided over till the unex- 
pectedly tine weather of last week brought the market 
down slowly but surely, and made the market dull, 
Men at the reduced figures, Some of the wheat hed 
been stored in versels during the winter, and fruiticer 
efforts are understood to have been made last week to 
seil some of it afloat, but there waa literally no market 
for it, and they Lad to suspend. 

This eulmination of the Milwankee wheat corner is 
only one out of numerous cases that might be quoted 
to prove that the ranning of a cornerin produce gen- 
erally ends in a loss to the parties conducting it—to 
say nothing of the men on the other side of the deal. 
The higber prices almost always bring out so much 
greater supplies from the country as to leave the cor- 
ner operat ere with a big elepbant on their bands after 
they nave got through with the excitement of squees- 
ing the shorte; and it is astonishing that, in the light 
of so much experience, any one should pow atiempt 
to run a corner in produce. The rules of our Board 
of Trade are now framed so that the running of a big 
corner bere is a much more dificult matter than 
it used to be—but that fact does not prevent an occa- 
sional nibble at the golden bait, though not te the same 
extent as formerly, 

The dry-goods market was without specially new 
features. Prints comtinue weak and unsettled, but 
the general market bas a steady and firm tone, In 
most departments fair activity was apparent, and, in 
the aggregate, a pretty large amount of goods was 
moved out. Groceries were in good demand, and as 
a rule were held firmly. Coffees, however, were weak 
and jower. In the butter market there was an unset- 
tied feeling. Sto ke are wcressing, and the course of 
prices is etilidowmward, Cheese is dull and nominal. 
There wea a good demand fur domestic and foreign 
dried fruits at irm rates, Fish were quoted steady 
and unchanged, Tbere were no important new fea- 
tures in the coal, wood, leather, bagging, tobacco, and 
palnt markets. Olis were m fair request, with prices 
unc banged, excepting turpentine, which was quoted le 
lower. 

A moderate demand for lumber was reported by the 
retailers, and ap easy market, the receipts by lake and 
the dullness of the spring trade having amade belders 
more suxious to resiize. At the docks quite s large 
Geet of lumLer-vesscls was moored, and the offerings 
attracted more buyers, who took bold slowly, however, 
giving the preference to the cargoes of common inch. 
The warket cloaed weak, Buiiding materials were in 
only fair demand at former prices. Wool, bides, 
broom-corn, and hops were unchanged. Seeds were 
quiet and easy. The offerings were small and gener- 
ally beid at recent prices. Eggs were dull and weak, 
and all kinds of pouitry ecaree aud firm.

ILLINOIS. 

Special Correarondence ef The Uhicaanr Tribune. 

Lopa, Iroquoir Co., Ill., April 22.—Knowing 
the deep interest felt inthe crop-prespect at this 
time, 1 thought I would give you the resuit of 
my o@ervations. This being iu the corn-belt of 
the State, our farmers rely mostiy on their corn 
crope. I find the farmers here twenty-five or 
thirty daye later with their plowing than last 
year. I visited one farm of 900 acres where, at 
this time last year, they had 200 acres plowed, 
and tius veaf there are not S acres plowed; and 
this is the eituation of this part of the county. 
I have seen a great many farmers gather- 
ing their last 
I examived one 
the corn very 
only fit for feeding hogs. There bas beex more 
rain the past nine morths than ever known be- 
fore. Tne weather was so wet last fail that tho 
corn-crop did not wature wei!. August and 
September were very wet and cold,—so much so 
that the corn-crop was shortened at least 25 per 
cent from what farmers anticipated; and there 
was no cold, frosty weather to season the cob, 
so thatalarge amount of cornu was left in the 
stock in the field. Corn was ata low price, aod 
there was alarge amount of it fed to cattle and 
bogs, aod wasted. Almost all of the corn in che 
bauds of farmers now is uncovered, and, | think, 
badly damaged. It will be impossible for 
farmers to make deliveriss of corn uut.j afver 
tney have sowed their email grain and planted 
their coro, which will take thom anti! June 10, 
provided we have favorable weather from this 
out. I think there will be a large amount of 
curu-groun, lie idie this year. The farmers wiil 
have to use every horse, mule, etc, .o get their 
crops in the ground in time. Horses are seiling 
at high prices in this county at this time. Our 
farmers are sending into ludiana and Soutbern 
Iilinois to purchase siock-hogs. One farmer has 
ehipped in here J60 hogs to consume damaged 
corn. 

Buackserry, Kane Co., Ill., April 22.—We 
bave nad very tine weather this week for farm 
ig. The ground is bevoming quite dry, and 
farmers are pushwg their work aa rapidly as 
possible. But very little grouod was piowed 
last iall.

FREIGHT RATES. 

The anticipations that the breaking up of the 
Eastern railroad pool would not resuitio an- 
other disastrous railroad war have pot been re- 
alized. Ever since the breaking up of the com- 
bination the war has raged fiercely between the 
various lines leading to the East, and rates bave 
been going down lower and lower every day, and 
there is no telling when the bottom figures wil! 
be reached. Most of the companies bave issued 
tariffs making tbe rate on grain 30 cents per 100 
Ibs from Chicago to New York. But not one of 
the roads is adhering to thie rate, and Aili of 
them are makxiog contracts for grain at 25c per 
100 tbs from Chicago to New York, at 223¢ to 
Poiladelphia, and -at 22 to Baltimore. It was 
reported on ‘Change yesterday that in 
some instances rates had been made asa 
low a6 22)¢ cents to New York. This report, 
however, could not be traced to any reiiabile 
source. The lowest rate reached during the 
war between the Peansvivania and Baitumore & 
Obio Railroads was 25 cents, and theo the roada 
Ciaimei that they were losing largely. So, if 
rates are made at 22'¢ cents, the iutenutioa must 
be to diive ope or more of the companies to the 
wall, and force them back into the combination. 
Whether this game will succeed or not remains 
to be seen.

THE CITY NATIONAL. 


Another Bank Retired te Private 
Life. 


The Hepe Expressed that Its Depositors 
Will Not Suffer. 


Theories as to the Causes Which Led to 
the Suspensien. 

A Full Examination to Be Made by the Bank 
Examiner To-Day. 


Yesterday morning soon after 9 o'clock an un- 
usual crowd gathered on the sidewalk in front 
of No. 156 Washington street. At that hour the 
street is always lively with people connected 
with the Board of Trade and the neighboring 
offices, but they are continually going and com- 
ing without often etopping in one place. It 
takes, in fact, something quite extraordinary to 
call an assemblage together at any particular 
point. Such wasthe case in the present in- 
stance. The attention of the crowd was riv- 
eted upon ' 

A WRITTEN NOTICE 
posted on the coor of the City National Bank. 
It was as follows : 

The undersigned re to announce that the share- 
holders of this bank have voted to close ite business 
and go into voluntary liquidation, 

The steady drain upon the cash resources of the 
bank, and the impossibility of immediately converting 
ite assets, seemed to require this step as best caicu- 
lated to subserve the interests of all concerned, 

In the opinion of the Directors of the bank its assets 
are amply sufficient to pay all its liabilities. 

It will require a short time to convert our assets, 
and in the meantime we ask the indulgence of our de- 
positors. By ordeg of the Directors. 

A. B. Mover, Cashier. 

A Tripune reporter called around at the bank 
shortly before noon to ascertain the reason for 
this sndden move on the part of the bank man- 
agers. The statement regarding the closing of 
the doors of the concern was only theoretically 
true, as the bank was open, and the regular 
force of clerks were busily employed as usual. 

MR. W. BUSHNELL, 
President, was found in the private office an- 
ewering innumeravie questions from anxious 
and inquisitive visitors. 

**Can you give me some information as to the 
canee of the bank’s suspension?” inquired the 
reporter. 

‘*T must decline to make any public statement 
at present,” replied Mr. Busboeil. 

After some furtber conversation, the reporter 
was voucbeafed a slip of paper containing the 
names of the officers of the bank. They are as 
follows: President, W. Bushnell; Cashier, A. 
B. Miner; Directors, W. Bushnell, E. H. Gam- 
mon, E. H. Reed, J. J. Gillespie, A. B. Miner. 

Mr. Busbnell further stated that the suspen- 
sicn wae unexpected by tbe officers of the 
bank until Saturday evening, when it was found 
that there was not evough cash on hand to make 
the clearings Mondav. Accordingly a meeting 
of stockholders was cailed, and held before 
banking-hours yesterday, at which, as stated 
in the notice above, it was decided to close the 
doors. 
MR. CHARLES W. GRIGGS, 
of the law-firm of Bonnev, Fay & Griggs, was 
next visited. He has been acting as attorney 
for the baok for some time, and might naturally 
be expected to know something aoout its coudi- 
tion. He stated to the reporter that the suspen- 
sion was entirely a surprise to him, and that be 
had always bad the utmost confidence in the in- 
stitution, baving there at the time of ite clos- 
ing $800 on deposit. He did not appear, how- 
ever, to feel much disturbed at the event, ex- 
pressing the opinion that tnere would be no 
loss to aepositors. The liabilities to depositors, 
be said, were about $500,000, but the assets 
would more than cover that amount. The cause 
of the suspension, ashe had been informed, 
was not recent, as might be supposed, and as 
he had supposed until told other- 
wise, but there had been 8 grad- 
ual stringency in its affairs for more 
than a year. Saturday afternoon, when the 
cleariags were made, it became evident that 
there would vot be enough cash left to make the 
next clearing, and therefore the Directors wise- 
ly chose to saspend at once, rather than attempt 
to carry the concera along in the hope of better 
times. The assets, he thought, were of a very 
good and aveilabie character, being mostiy in 
real estate and firm moitgeges. The bank 
owned three-fourths of the building in which it 
was located, being a four-story stone-front edi- 
fice, known as Nos. 154 and 156 Washington 
street, aod was a very valuable piece of proper- 
ty. The losses, if there were any, would fa!l 
mostly upon the stockhoiders from the sbrink- 
age of stock, which had been until recently 
quoted at 150. 

MR. A. B. MINER 
was occupied all day in giving out checks throngh 
the Merchants’ National Bauk, on the hem of 
LaSalle and Madison streets. He declined to 
make any statement of the affairs of the bank, 
saying tbat a complete report would be made to 
the public in two or three days. 

The City National Bank was organized in 1865, 
A. D. Reed being the original incorporator, with 
a capital siock of $250,000. Mr. Reed has since 
withdiawn, the principal stockholders at pres- 
ent being E. H. Reed, his nephew, FE. H. Gam- 
mon, A. B. Miner, W. Bushoeil, and J. J. Gilles- 
pie. The bank was examined about two months 
ago by Examiner W. P, Wateon.

AMUSEMENTS. 


“QUEEN MARY” IN LONDON. 

Tennyson's new play, founded on his dramatic 
poem of ‘‘Queen Mary,” was brought out at 
the Lyceum Theatre in London Tuesday last. 
The New York Herald publishes a notice of the 
production, procured by cable and extending 
over three columns. Mr. Tennyson has had a 
number of coliaborateurs in the preparation of 
his work for the stage. Mrs. Tennyson, George 
Eliot, and many other literary people, assisted 
with their advice. Mrs. Batewao, manager of 
the theatre, gave the play every advantage of 
scenery, decoration, and costume, and brought 
it outin a style of magnificence even surpass- 
ing that of the Shakspearean revivals recently 
undertaken by her. The costumes are exact 
copies of old costumes now existing in Pom- 
fret Castle, Hampton Court Palace, Wind- 
sor Castle, Stafford House, and the Na- 
tional South Kensington Gallery, and are 
also taken from pictures and portraits found in 
the same places. The ecenery representing ex- 
actly old Londos before the fire—old streets, old 
rooms of the period and the old Guildball—is 
taken from old pictures aciwually in existence. 
The company that gathered to witness the firat 
performance of the play was one of the most 
brillant ever assembled in a London theatre. 
Among those present were Robert Browning, 
the poet; George Liiot (Mrs. Lewes), the nov- 
elist; John E. Millaiw, R. A., aod Frederck 
Leighton, A. R. A., the painters; Lady Hamul- 
ton Gordon: Mr. Furmival, Director of the 
Shakspeare Society ; Arthur Haliam Tennyson, 
son ef the laureate; Mr. Russell Sturgis, of 
Barivg Brothers ; Tom Taylor, the art critic aud 
playwright; Miss Lraddon, the novelist,—in 
short, most of the prominent litterateurs of Lon- 
dou, together with representatives of the En- 
glish, French, German, Italian, Russian, and 
American press. At the rising of the curtain, 
Le Swur de Noailles, the Freach Ambassador, is 
discovered, and opens with the lines from the 
third scene of the original play: 

If Eiizabeth lose her head, 
That makes for France, 
Aud if her peopie, angered thereupon, 
Arise agaiust her and dethroLie the Queen, 
That makes for France, 
And if I preed confusion anyway, 
That makes for France. 

The first two scenes, and part of the third. of 
the ofiginal poem have been cut away bodily, 
und this is but one instance out of many of the 
freedom with which the knife has been used. 
Thus, in the second act, everything relating to 
the rebellion is cut ont, and the. parts of 
Wvati and Anyvetl are entirely omitted; in the 
third act, the first four sceues are remorselessly 
slashed; of the origivai fourth act nothing ie 
left but the short passage-at-arms between the 
two old women, /oan and 7%), and a new fourth 
act is carved out of the first eceses of the fifth, 
to which Mr. Teunvson has made some addi- 
tions. Lhe pew fifth act begins witb the third 
sceue of the poem, and then skips to the last 
seene of ail, representing the death of Marv. 
Mr. Irving as Pihilep and dire. Beveman-urove as 
Mary won hearty applause and general commen- 
dation from the critics. The papers concur in 
praising Mrs. La:eman’s splendid mise en scene, 
but predict only a short run for the play. owing 
to ich inherent defects. Tennyson, however, 
bas no reason to be dissatisfied witb the result. 
The Poet Laureate was not present at the first 
representauon. 


M’VICKER S THEATRE. 

Mr. Booth’s amie needs no special commend. 
ation at this late day, yet it is proper to eay that 
in the course of time be has developed the char- 
acter into better proportions instead of silowing 
it to cramp or fetter bis genius. The merits ot 
his acting in the part are made conspicuous by 
comparison with Mr. Barry Suliivan’s sbort- 
comings. Sullivan had so little perception 
of the true spirit of the play 
that he ruthiessly cut the important 
scene between Polonius, Laertes, and Ophelia, 
aod the admirable prayer-sceue of the Aing and 
Hamiel, and made other changes scarcely less 
objectionable. Mr. Booth bas shown better 
judgmeost than Mr, Sullivan, not only in what he 
bas retained but in what he has discarded. We 
thought also that his delivery of the lines last 
night was more beautiful and expressive than 
ever before. The writer has hetened to him sev- 
en or eight times io the same part, vevel 
with less predinposiiion in bis favor, and never, 
it must De said, with More compilece submission 
to the power of hin genius. Lis mtelligent de- 
livery of the tets line, “It is not, and it cannot 
come to good; bis exposition of the line ad. 
dressed to Ophelia—*' Vor boveet men kuow 
well enough the moosters you make of them" 

by representing a growth of horus at either 
side of the head, hie address to the players; 
his closet scene with the Queen,-all seemed to 
be correct and enimated, Mr, Booth, we per- 
omnve, baa accopied the hint of Coleridge iw 
bia anewer to /ivsencrans, when the latter 
nays, ‘Diy Lord, you did love me onde,” Jamia 
replies With notieeabie surprise, '' So do 1 now, 
the moaning Delng ''L love you HOW ae well as 
over i did.”
